Ancient Mortar 


Examination of Great Wall of China 
Shows That the Mortar Was 
Stronger than Bricks 


An examination of the bricks and 
mortar in the great: wall of China 
was recently made at Shankaikwan 
by J. C. Witt, a chemist attached to 
the bureau of science, Manilla. “Mr. 
Witt reports‘that the bricks are so 
weak that pieces may be easily brok- 
en off with the fingers..- ; 

They are much larger than ordin- 
ary building bricks, grey in color and 
resemble pumice somewhat in struc- 
ture. The mortar, which is pure 
white under the exposed surface, is 
much stronger than the bgicks. The 
tradition that the bricks were dried 
in the sun only was confirmed by 
laboratory tests. If they had been 
dried in a kiln the appearance of the 
wall would have been considerably 
different and its strength and dura- 
bility would have been much greater. 
The general appearance and alaysi 
of the mortar indicates that no san

Enforcement of he Canada ‘Food 
Board's regulations as to food conserva- 
tion has been placed in the hands of the 
police machinery of the munieipalitiee 
and of the different Provinces chpangh- 

out the Dominion. ; 

It isthe duty and privilege of the Tvo- 
vinces to enforce federal laws and the 
Orders of the Canada Food Board have 
the effect of federal law, being passed 
upon authority of Orders issued by the 
Privy Council and published in tl e Can- 
ada Gazette. It, therefore, becom:s the 
duty. of police officers thronghout the 
Dominion to acquaint theme!ves with 
these regulations regarding our food sup 
ply and to see to it that they are obeyed. 
At this stage of the world’s food situa- 
tion, when 4,750,000 people ‘in Europe 
have starved to denth as compared to 

4,250,000 soldiers who have. died ‘as the 
result of battle, 1t ig beyond cavil or dis; 
pute that these food regulations are ab- 
solutely necessary. Indeed many people 
incommunication with friends in’ En- 
gland or in France think our Canadian 
regulations mild in view of what people 
on the other side mye undergoing. Patri- 
otism as well as duty should inspire siib- 
mission to these restrictions jby the pub- 
lic and vigilant enforcement’ of them by 
the officers of the law. 

In cases of convictions sceured by the 
municipal police officers, it should be 
noted that vi these convictions result 
in the imposition™ of fines, the money 
from these fines is to be paid to the 
municipal treasuries, and similarly in 
the cases where Provincial officers secure 
convictions. ‘he Canada Food Board 
hascirenlarized these Orders in official 
form throughout the police machinery of 
the various Provinces beginning with 
the Attorney-General and continuing 
through the lists of Crown Attorneysand 
Crown Prosecutors, In some Provinces 
the Ch'ef Constables have also received 
copies of the various Orders affecting the 
public. Asa result, throughout Canada 
of recent weeks, there has been a crop of 
‘convictions. In all cases the Mapletraee 


and jinpoued the penalties as eroviae: 
These run from $100,to $1000 in fines or 
imprisonment up to three months or 
both. Restaurant keepers, who have 
served meat on prohibited days and 
hours, served sugar on the tables or 
wasted food, have been. brought to task 
and the wide spread publicity this has 
entailed will do a great deal more to as- 
sure conservation of food in public eat- 
ing places than anything else. 

The Anti-Loafing Law,. also bearing 
upon our war-time food production, has 


likewise been enforced. Magistrates have |- 


seized the opportunity of dealing with 
loafers, tramps and ‘‘aports’’ by putting 
them to: work-on the farms. ‘‘Non- 
essential’’ industries have been interpre- 
ted by some Magistrates into more or 
less definite groups and men who had no 
better excuse than employment in-said 
questiofiable industries have keen or- 
dered to get into morenseful occupat:ons. 
In Winnipeg a great change has been 
observed in the streets since this law 
went into effect. The idlers and loafers 
have disappeared. 


No Danger Now of Allied 
Line Being Pierced 


London, May 29.—In many re- 
spects the- German attack on the 
Aisne and its results bear a strik- 
ing similarity to the opening of the 
German offensive in March. The 
present movement, however, differs 
in a most vita] point, namely, that 
on this occasion there ‘never has 
been, as was the case in March, 
danger of the allied line breaking. 
On the contrary, as soon as it was 
found the. allies were unable to 
hold the crest, orders were given 
for the retirement to the Aisne and 
the Anglo-French force made an 
orderly retreat in perfect unity. 

Points of - similarity are that 
again the Germans discovered a 
weak point in the allied line and

_ Beginning May 22nd no tickets may 
be sold on C.P.K. or G.T.P. trains. The 
order from the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way Board went into effect thatmorniny, 
and notices to’ that effect are posted in 
conspicuous places. The order further 
atates before the passenger mity board 
the-train all tickets must be present d. 

. Instructions also show thut ani.ou ce- 
ment of each train leaving the station 
must be made, calling the attention of 
the passengers to the new rule.

Co-operative Wool Marketing Is No 
Longer an Experiment.

The Oldest Meadow 


Has Been in Grass for About a 
sti -Hundred and Fifty Years 


in England there is -a meadow 
that has been in grass for about a 
hundred-and fifty yeirs, As far back 
a6 we know’ this meadow has never 
been plowed,. has never been har- 
rowed, has never been re-seeded. It 
lies ow the grounds of the famous 
Rothamsted Lxperiment Station, and 
is the best. cxample of what may be 
done on permanent’ grasslands to 
et large yields of good quality hay. 

t is a standing example of those of 
our farmers who complain that they 
cannot leave their. meadows down 
more, than two or three. years. -be- 
cause the timothy “runs out” and the 
land becomes infested with weeds, 
wild grasses andthe like. 

Years ago the Rothamsted people 
commencéd ta top-dress this field. 
This top-dressing consisted in the 
main of commercial fertilizers, al- 
though one ~or. two fields’ received 
barnyard manure. It has renewed 
the grasscs, brought in clover and 
driven out weeds., Onc. treatment 
has favored the growth of ‘grasses;
